First  wipe  off  the  harness 
with  a  sponge,  and  then  with  a  doth 
kept  for  this  purpose,  you  can  apply  the 
oil  or  dressing  thoroughly.

carbonfo  acid,  forming  carbonate  of 
soda;  time  you  will  retain  with  your 
manure  the  ammonia  that  would  other¬ 
wise  fly  away,  and  you  haye  a  new  and 
important  agent  introduced,  vizi  tbe 
carbonate  of  soda,  which  to  a  powerful 
solvent  of  all  vegetable  fiber.
